SAN FBANCISOO, Oct. 27.—The sob treas- 


urer has just pulled through a serious run 
which threatened to annihilate its gold 
reserve and leave it n ithout a dollar with 
which to redeem an avalanch of gi een- 
backs that poured over its coui.ier. 


Timely aid came from Chii-ago and 


other sources. When out pourin * <>' gold 
finally stopped the twelve mill.or,« 
>f a 


few months ago, despite freqiK.i 
Addi- 


tions since, was reduced to li >ely 'our 
millions. In two weeks time t "i motions 
worth of greenbacks were dumped over 
the counters and gold repreac citing them 
withdrawn. 


About seven millions were in the vaults 


when the run commenced and Chicago 
answered appeals of the treasury and sent 
four millions. An equally lart e amount 
was secured from the mint, while a'.. Ilion 
and a half in British sovereigns, recently 
received from Australia, were coined into 
double eagles at the mint and started to 
the sub treosi.ry. 


Only four millions of the entire amount 


was left whe'i the flurry was over. The 
sub treasuries here and New York are the 
only ones authorized to redeem green- 
backs. Usually the demand for green- 
backs is steady at the sub treasury as the 
exchange almoafc invariably favors New 
York and it costs less to ship greenbacks 
than gold.

Mr. Terry 


pulled out one and was about to take out 
the other when Captain Kanford stooped 
to see what he could under the fog and 
smoke. As he did so a bullet struck him 
in the head. 
He fell against Mr. Terry, 


his blood staining the latter's coat, and 
died instantly. 
Mr. Terry was the last 


man who saw him alive nnd to whom 
Captain Sanford ever spoke. 


The death of the captain was kept from 


the knowledge of his men as long as pos- 
sible, for fear it might demoralize them, 
and it was a great blow to them when 
they learned of it, for he was a very popu- 
lar as well as an excep tionally bra\ • and 
capable officer.

Bryan'* Opinion Versus All Historical 


Facts—He Admits That a Panic Would 
Usher In His Millennium— A» Price of 
Sllrcr Would >"ot Go Up, the Panic 
Would Bo Unparalleled, 
Mr. Bryan says he does not believe 


thu silver dollar would depreciate to 5'1 
cents or nt ull, but would continue to 
bo worth 100 cents in gold, »3 now. la 
this view sonnd? 


If tho silver dollar tinder free coinage 


is to remain worth 100 cents in gold, 
it is apparent that silver bullion nmet 
become worth $1.29 an ounce, for if 
worth less bullion holders would coin it 
for the profit, ami thia process would 
continue until no profit remained—that 
is, until tho value of the silver dollar 
wiii just (he Baruo as the value of the 
bullion in it. 


To do this it is necessary to raise the 


value of tlio world's stock of silver, 
which excoeds' 4(4,000,000,000, from 65 
cents, its present price, to $1.29 an 
oncce. 


Mr. Bryau admits this. In his speech 


of acceptance he said, "We contend 
that free and unlimited coinago by the 
United States alone will raise the bullion 
value of silver to its coinage value, and 
thus make silver bullion worth $1.29 
per ounce in gold throughout the 
world." 


The question, therefore, is, would tho 


demand in tho United States for silver 
dollars over and above the present stock 
of 437,000,000 of them be sufficient to 
double tho valuo of tho world's stock of 
silver? 


Mr. Bryan says it will, but admits he 


can't prove it, adding, "Neither can you 
prove that it won't." In Brooklyn, on 
Sept. 24, ho said: "Yon cannot prove 
by mathematics that wo can maintain a 
parity. 
Neither can yon prove that we 


cannot." 


The United States has had some ex- 


perience iu trying to raise tho price o£ 
tha woild'9 stock of coin above its mar- 
ket vjilue. 


In 18GO tho bullion iu a silver dollar 


was woith $1.03 iu gold, and the gold 
dollar, me.isurecl by silver, was depre- 
ciated 8 percent. Our mints were open 
to the free coinage of gold as well as 
of silver. Did that raise the price of 
gold to par with silver? Not at all. Al- 
though the world's stock of gold is 
much smaller than its stock of silver, 
and although it was only necessary to 
raise it 3 per cent, we could not accom- 
plish it. 


This lasted from 1834 to 1860 and 


down to 1873. The price of gold bullion 
was not raiecu, and, being tho cheaper 
currency, it drove tho silver out of cir- 
culation. As 110 eilrcr had been in cir- 
culation for over 85 years, in 1873, aft- 
er fall debate, this coin was omitted 
from our coinaga list. 


In 1792, under the ratio of 15 to 1 in 


force at that time, the bullion in a gold 
dollar was worth 3 cents more than the 
silver dollar, and tho silver dollar, 
measured by gold, was depreciated 3 per 
cent. Silver, being the cheaper metal, 
drove gold entirely out of circulation 
for more than 40 years—i. e., until 
1834—when tho government changed 
the ratio from 13 to 1 to 16 to 1, with 
the effect seen above. 


In 1S60 wo were a nation of over 30,-. 


000,000 of people and had no silver on 
hand. Now we are a ua'Ajn of about 
70,000,000 of people, but have 437,000,- 
000 of silver dollars on hand. 


If, with all oar power, in 1860 we 


were nnablo to raise the bullion value 
of gold but 3 per cent, how can we ex- 
pect to raise the bullion value of a lar- 
ger quantity of silver not merely 3 per 
cent, but fully 83 times 8—i. e., 96 per 
cent? 


If, iu I860, with over 80,000,000 of 


people, ve.had been able to raise tho 
bullion value of gold just 3 per cent to 
par, then, being 2}<J times as great a 
people uow as we were then, we might 
expect to raise tho bullion price of silver 
2 J<j times as high—that is, 7 per cent— 
but how could we expect to raise its 
pries, not 7 per cent alone, but more 
than thirteen times 7 per cent—i. e., 96 
per cent—especially when the only pow- 
er we have to raise it with is our de- 
mand for silver dollars, and that de- 
mand is already supplied to the extent 
of $437,000,000? 


Yet, unless we succeed in thus nearly 


doubling the price of the entire world's 
stock of silver, tho price of bullion must 
inevitably pull the value of the silver 
dollar down, as bullion would bo coined 
as long as there was a profit—i. e., till 
the values mat. 


Mr. Bryan has presented his belief sou 


this subject. 
Opposed to them stand 


facts aiul histoiy, and not merely his- 
tory of this country alone, but of all 
countries. 


But it is to be noted that even if the 


silver dollar did not depreciate we 
would not escape a panic, as foreign 
and domestic creditors believe it would 
depreciate, and would consequently call 
in debts and force sales just the same. 


Mr. Bryan fully admits that a panic 


must result even if the silver dollar 
dues not depreciate. In the Chicago con- 
vention he said, "When you come be- 
fore us and tell us that we shall disturb 
your business interests, we reply that yon 
have disturbed our business interests." 
Ami Hie St. Lonis Globe-Democrat re- 
ported his saying: "I think it (meaning 
tho victory of the free coinage move- 
ment) will cause a panic. Bat tijis coun- 
try is in a deplorable condition, and it 
•will take extreme measures to restore it 
to a condition of prosperity."

FREEDOM OF CONTRACT. 


Abiurd and Revolutionary Position of the 


Chicago Platform on This Question. 
The seyond revolutionary principle of 


the Chicago Democratic platform is con- 
tained in its final clause, whera legisla- 
tion is favored that will prevent tho de- 
monetization of any kind of legal ten-' 
der money by private contract. This 
clause ii aimed against private con- 
tracts whose terms require payment to 
he made in gold. However inaptly the 
clause expresses this aim, or how it 
would bo possible for two individuals in 
making a contract between*iiamselves, 
in which the public has no concern, to 
demonetize a kind of monoy which the 
law makes a legal tender are questions 
I will not stop to consider. It is enough 
to know that tho Chicago Democracy 
favors a law which will prevent one 
man from agreeing to pay another in 
gold or prevent tho payee from enforc- 
ing payment in gold, farmers, it seems, 
are to bo allowed, when they loan seed 
wheat to a neighbor, to receive back as 
good wheat as they gave. Livery men 
who hire horses and buggies, neighbors 
who loan implements and tools to anoth- 
er, are not forbidden to stipulate that 
tha same articles shall be returned to 
them, or that what iftretsrned to them 
shall be iu as good condition as what 
they loaned, but the man who loans 
gold either for friendship or hire shall 
not bo permitted to stipulate that gold 
shall ho returned to him. 
The trail of 


the silver producer is river it all. The 
creed of the silver Democracy or of the 
silver mine owner seems to be as fol- 
lows: 


F'rat.—The government shall coin 


into dollars all the silver bullion that 
may be brought to tho mints, and those 
dollars shall be given back to the bul- 
lion owner. 


Second.—The government shall do 


this work for nothing. 


Third.—The government shall force 


all creditors to take these dollars at 100 
cents each in payment of their claims, 
no matter what the dollars are actually 
worth. 


Fourth. —Nobody shall be permitted 


to make a private contract for the pay- 
ment of money which may not be ful- 
filled by the payment of silver.—J. T. 
Brooks. 


The Workingmon'a Point of Tlew.

coinage will increase the prico of bread, 
meat, butter, fowls and everything else 
the workingman uses. 


There is no pretense or possibility of 


a pretense that it will increase the 
wages of the workingmnn in anything 
like the same proportion, if, indeed, it 
increases them at all. 


The great majority of workiagmen 


work for employers who, like the rail- 
roads, must pay their bonds, principal 
and interest, in gold. If the incomes of 
their employers must hereafter be in. 
eilver, how are they to pay their obliga- 
tions in gold unless they cut down ex- 
penses either by reducing wages or by 
dismissing some of their men?

A Good KcclpT Tor Chotrchow. 


Cut into 'mall pieces one-fourth of a 


peck of grtru tomatoes, 13 large eucrjn- 
bprq, two dozen small cucumbers (un- 
cut), one quart of string boaus, two 
large heads of cauliflower, three dozen 
small onions (imcar). Wa&h them, placo 
in a kettle, cpnuklo over them one pint 
of ealt, pr.t under a heavy weight nml 
Jet ptancl over night. In tho morning 
dram, put tho pickle into a kettle, ponr 
over it \veak vinegar to rover and boil 
gently for half an hour. Take out into 
a sieve and drain. Have boiling in a 
kettle three quarts of rider vinegar, one 
pound of brown sugar, one ounce of tur- 
meric, oue-^iiUiHi of a pound of white, 
muBtard se^d, one small box of mustard, 
one ounce r celery eeed and tour table- 
spoonfuls of white pepper. Put two 
quarts of th™ pickle into this liquid, let 
it boil up once and take out with a la- 
dle. Repeat this process until all has 
been cooked. Pack tightly in glass jars 
and fill them up with the boibng vine- 
gar. Seal ci'refnlly. This recipe makes 
12 quarts of chowchov?, whifh \viil keep 
for a long time. On the au..iority of a 
contributor to Good Housekeeping this 
is as good if not better than bought 
pickle and much lesa expensive. Care 
must be taken in cooking to avoid break- 
ing the vegetables and to preserve their 
shape.

EXTENT OF RECENT MASSACRES. 
A Letter from the United State* Sanitary 


Inspector at Constantinople. 


Washington, Oct. Z7.—A letter from 


Splridion C. Zavitzlano, United State* 
banitary inspector at Constantinople, 
addressed to Surgeon General Wyman 
of the marine hospital service, gives a 
striking idea Of the extent of the re- 
cent massacres in that city. He writes! 
"A commission has been appointed la 
consequence of an ira«te or imperial 
order, the mission of which commission 
was to ascertain if the corpses of tha 
massacred people have been buried ac- 
cording to the rules of hygiene and 
have not endangered public health. 
The above mentioned commission, the 
member* of which wers mostly mem- 
bers of the international board of 
Iwalth, has visited the Armenian, ceme- 
tery at Shislily, where they saw three 
large graves, one of which was forty* 
five by five metres and nearly two 
metres deep. 
The two other graves 


were smaller, about eight by three 
metrus each, where several handled 


I corpses were buried 
The above men- 


tioned commission has not visited the 
other Armenian cemeteries of Constan- 
tinople as that, for Instance, of Yed- 
Kuleh, Has Kioi, and other places 
where the massacred people have been 
buried. In yesterday's sitting of the 
sanitary commission, this 
question

are so inon» and so thronged in the 
prisons that the poor prisoners are 
obliged to stay on foot all the time 
they are in prison, being unable to lie 
down on account of lack of room.
